As  of  August  28,  2015  the  Children's  Division  utilizes  a  family  assessment  and  services 
approach  when  reports  are  received  containing  concerns  of  children  with  problem  sexual 
behaviors.  A  child  with  problem  sexual  behavior  is  defined  as 'any  person,  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  who  has  allegedly  committed  sexual  abuse  against  another  child'. 
These  reports  are  be  screened  in  by  the  Child  Abuse  and  Neglect  Hotline  Unit  when  any 
child  under  the  age  of  fourteen  (14)  is  alleged  to  have  committed  an  act  of  sexual  abuse 
against  any  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen  (18).  Non-caretaker  referrals, 
investigations,  or  traditional  assessments  may  all  meet  criteria  for  a  juvenile  report.
